Public Health Problem 


This indicates that tuberculosis 
is very largely a 
p ublic health 
p roblem, 
with which

is being done by rep resentatives 
of the National 
Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation and this work is finano d 
by the sale of Christmas s**als each 
year. 
A very small amount of 
money sp ent by everyon« * who is 
able to buy a few leaves of these 
seals, and that 
includes nearly 
everybody in the United 
States 
today, will assure your community 
of an intelligent attack up on tu­ 
berculosis during the coming year. 
RememDer t ha t d u r i ng w ar 
years the necessity for tubercu­ 
losis control increases rather than 
decreases and the need for funds 
and for active p reventive work is 
greater than under normal condi­ 
tions. 
In Germany the tubercu­ 
losis death rate rose from 
143 p er 
100,000 in 19 11 to 230 in 19 18. In 
the 
United States the rate in­ 
creased from 147 
p er 100,000 in 
19 14 to 150 in 19 18, 
Let us see 
to it that this record is not 
re­ 
p eated during the p resent war if 
it is p ossible to p revent such 
a 
rep etition by buying one dollar’s 
worth of Christmas 
seals. 


There aie good p sychologic and 
economic 
reasons why tuberculo­ 
sis control must be active rather 
than left to the initiative of the 
individual. 
The p sychological f a c tor i n­ 
volved is that tuberculosis is an 
insidious disease which develop s 
very slowly—usually without dra­ 
matic symp toms that frighten the 
p atient or mak e him go to a doc­ 
tor. 
It also notoriously leaves the 
p atient rather cheerful. 
Every 
tendency is for the ] atient to p ut 
off an examination for slight ill 
health such as 
weak ness, gradual 
loss of weight, chronic cough, p al­ 
lor. anemia and a little afternoon 
fever. 
Economic Factor 


The economic factor augments 
this because the modern examina­ 
tion for tuberculosis involves an 
x-ray, which the p atient often re­ 
fuses because it is too exp ensive. 
This is exactly what hap p ened 
in the old days before tuberculo­ 
sis case-searching was instituted 
in our enlightened communities.

in and have an 
examination, we found 
in 9 9 cases 
out of 100 
that he came in too 
late and there were too many 
cases that did not come 
in at all.

Buyers are not limited to only
